Slaying 
Private Jet Piane Crash Kills 


KiiisP Seif Two in Craft, One on Ground 


AZUSA—An Azusa construction worker, believed 
to be the killer of two children near Lake Arrow­ 
head last weekend, killed himself in San Gabriel 
Canyon late Thursday morning, sheriff’s deputies 
said. 
The body of Alfred Ward Clayton, 44, of 1041 Old 
Mill Rd., Azusa, was found near his car parked on 
Old San Gabriel Canyon Road, about a quarter of 
a mile south of the Canyon Inn. A .22-caliber re­ 
volver was beside the body. It had been used to 
fire a shot into Clayton’s heart. 
A note also was found. It was addressed to Clay­ 
ton’s wife, an Azusa schoolteacher, and read: 
“ The pressure is too much. They're closing in on 
me. 
I love you. 
Goodby. 
Don’t give this to the 
police.’’ 
The body was found by two rock hunters, Frank 


B. Travis, 54, and his son, John A. Travis, 24, of 
3938 N. Orange Ave., Covina. 
Shortly before they found the body an all-points 
bulletin had been put out for Clayton, naming him 
as a suspect in the death of the children. 
In San Bernardino, sheriff’s deputies who have 
been conducting the murder investigation, said the 
case is closed. Det. Lt. Charles Callahan said “ I 
don't think there can be any doubt in anyone’s mind 
that Clayton was our man.’’ 
Callahan referred to evidence discovered after 
Clayton’s death. It included tape similar to that 
used to bind the victims. It matched even to the 
ragged ends where it had been tom from the roll. 
The trunk of Clayton’s car contained tools which 
matched indentations found in one of the murder 
victim’s back. Authorities theorized the victim's 
body lay on the tools while it was in the trunk of 
the car. 
Blue paint on the bodies matched paint in the 
trunk of the car. One of Clayton's shoes matched 
a soleprint found at the scene. 
Clayton was first linked to the crime because of 
reports that he had exposed himself in the Arrow-

U.S. C uts B a c k 
F re e w a y W o r k 


The Pomona-San Dimas area will be getting a 
new freeway section later than expected and the 
West End will have to wait extra months for a 
widened San Bernardino Freeway. 
These were among the immediate setbacks after 
a cutback in federal highway funds thudded down 


o r the state Department of Public Works this week. 
The state office received orders from the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Public Works to hold off seeking 
bids on $150 million in California new highway con­ 
struction, including these two projects in the Po­ 
mona Valley: 
1. Construction of the 3.2-mile Interstate 210 sec­ 
tion from the Foothill Freeway to the San Bernar­ 
dino Freeway and of the interchange of that section 
with the San Bernardino, Orange and Corona free­ 
ways. 
2. Widening of thr San Bernardino Freeway from 
six to eight lanes from the San Bernardino County 
line eastward to .2 mile east of Euclid Avenue. 
The state office had planned soon to advertise 
for bids on each of these jobs and have the work 
under way before the end of the year. 
The Interstate 210 section will extend from the 
Foothill near Lone Hill Avenue in San Dimas to 
the San Bernardino at Pomona’s northwest edge. 
The cost of this freeway and the interchange is 
estimated at $20.8 million. 
The West End widening, which would match a 
similar project for the San Bernardino Freeway al­ 
ready under way on the Pomona side of the coun­ 
ty line, will cost some $4.4 million. 
Public Works Director James Moe indicated the 
federal freeze might end in early December. 
However, present orders are to refrain from

In its latest version, the tax 
relief package would grant a 
total of about $316 million in 
prop*rty tax relief, thf* bulk of 
it effective next spring. 
Property owners would get 
$178 million—a new figure now 
including a break for duplex 
owners—by

provision allowing them a flat 
$750 deduction of their assess­ 
ment. 
Renters would get $40 million 
as a type of property tax reduc­ 
tion—although they don’t direct- 


ly pay the tax—by doubling 
their exemption on the state 
income tax. 
Business would gain $43 mil­ 
lion by a 15 per cent reduction 
in the inventory tax they now 


pay- 
The state would replace the 
revenue lost to the counties by 
using money from continuation 
of !4*cent of the 5-cent sales 
tax.

Of Nixon 


Carefully 


Orchestrated

NEW YORK (A P) - The 
audience is like a giant pipe or­ 
gan and the skilled musician at 
the console, Richard M. Nixon, 
pulls out a stop. 
“ 1 believe that some of our 
courts, including the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, have gone too far 
in weakening the peace forces 
as against the criminal forces in 
this country,” he says. 
The 
“ instrument" 
responds 
with a thunder clap of applause. 
Nixon’s fingers deftly move to 
another section of the keyboard. 
“ When a fourth-rate military 
power like North Korea can hi­ 
jack an American Naval vessel 
on the highs seas," he says, 
“ it’s time for new leadership in 
Washington." 
The clapping, mingled with 
derisive laughter, is sweet mu­ 
sic in his ears. 
Now he reaches for another 
basso profundo note. 
“ In times like these the work­ 
ing 
American, 
the 
average 
American, is also the forgotten 
American," he says. “ He is the 


nonshouier, the nondemonstra­ 
tor. But though he remains si­ 
lent, this is an angry Ameri­ 
can with legitimate grievances 
against his government. It will 
be among our purposes in this 
campaign to articulate that an­ 
ger and present the case for the 
forgotten American." 
Again, he gets the effect he 
sought, a deep roar of approval. 
Nixon’s 
presidential 
cam­ 
paign, in a word, has been care­ 
fully orchestrated so far. 
In months of campaigning in 
the primary elections, and now 
in his second week of stumping 
as the Republican candidate, 
Nixon has covered a wide spec­ 
trum of domestic and foreign is­ 
sues. 
He has not yet gone deeply 
into any of them. 
In his standard speech, he 
sprays his audiences with state­ 
ments on crime, law and order, 
civil rights, government spend­ 
ing, welfare, the war on pover­ 
ty, Vietnam, the Middle East, 
relations with the Soviet Union, 
American prestige and other 
problems. 


He says he has made “ defini­ 
tive statements" on 167 major 
issues. 
"W e’re definitely not going to 
run 
what somebody has re­ 
ferred 
to as a 
‘Dewey-type’ 
campaign," Nixon said recent­ 
ly. “ We’re taking nothing for 
granted.” 
The reference was to the pres­ 
idential election of 1948. The Re­ 
publican candidate, Gov. Thom­ 
as E. Dewey of New York, ap­ 
peared to be so far ahead of 
President Harry S. Truman that 
his advisers felt it unnecessary 
for him to take definitive posi­ 
tions on controversial subjects. 
Truman won the election. 
Nixon has a number of factors 
working in his favor. 
He succeeded in a prime ob- 
jective—-to win the nomination 
without splitting the GOP. His 
erstwhile rivals, Govs. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller of New York and 
Ronald Reagan of California, in­ 
troduced him when he spoke in 
their 
states. 
Sens. 
Thruston 
Morton of Kentucky and Ed­ 
ward W. Brooke of Massachu­ 
setts, who supported Rockefel- 


ler’s candidacy, traveled with 
Nixon in his 
first campaign 
swing. 
Nixon’s staff has been honed 
to fine edge of efficiency. It 
strongly resembles the team of 
smooth - working 
professionals 
that backed up John F. Kennedy 
in the 1960 campaign. 
Finally, and supremely im­ 
portant, Nixon’s position today 
is the reverse of his role in 1960. 
Then, as vice president, he was 
obliged to defend a Republican 
administration. Today, he can 
attack. His opponent, Vice Pres­ 
ident Hubert H. Humphrey, has 
to defend. 
Thus, Nixon can quote Hum­ 
phrey as saying, “ Let us contin­ 
ue," to which he adds, “ I say 
we just can’t stand four more 
years of what we’ve had." 
Frequently, this thrust brings 
groans from the audience, and 
cries of “ no, no." In Houston 
last week, a man yelled, “ Give 
'em hell, Richard.” 
Nixon prefaces another jab bv 
saying he respects the office of 
the president. Then he goes on 


to say, “ When the President of 
the United States can’t go to a 
major city in this country, can’t 
go abroad, can’t even go to his 
own national convention without 
fear of hostile demonstrations, 
it’s time for new leadership in 
Washington.” 
Third party candidate George 
C. Wallace has said “ there isn't 
a dime’s worth of difference" 
between Nixon and Humphrey, 
Nixon already has made one 
speech in which he pointed to 
six major areas of difference he 
claims he has with the vice 
president. 
He 
sa>,s 
he 
will 
sharpen the differences as he 
develops his campaign. 
He 
frequently 
invokes 
the 
name of Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
pointing out that as vice presi­ 
dent he served under a "great 
teacher,” and recalling Eisen­ 
hower’s water reclamation plan 
for the Middle East. He reminds 
audiences 
that 
Eisenhower 
“ ended one war and kept us out 
of all others for eight years.” 
Nixon is acutely aware of the 
relatively new force in Ameri­ 


can politics, the younger voter. 
He describes the freedom of op­ 
portunity that he wants so that 
those in disadvantaged situa­ 
tions can go as far as their abili­ 
ties will carry them. And he 
says, 
addressing 
himself 
to 
young people in audiences, that 
if he were their age, he would 
want “ nothing better or more 
exciting than to live and work in 
the United States of America in 
the year 1968." 
In summarizing his first week 
on the campaign trail, Nixon 
said, "But perhaps the most im­ 
portant thing I noted was the 
great number of young people. I 
would say the proportion 
of 
young people I saw ... was high­ 
er on this trip than on any in 
which I have participated." 
Part of his strategy is to con­ 
centrate on what he calls “ the 
Big 
Seven” --CaUfomia, 
New 
York, 
Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Michigan and Texas. 
The size and enthusiasm of 
the crowds that greeted Nixon 
impressed him, he said at the 
end of his first tour.

The corporation now wants to 
build about 15,000 town house 
and 
apartm ent 
units 
r i g h t 
around the golf course, on ap­ 
proximately 1,000 acres. 
Then it wants to cross Brea 
Canyon Road and establish a 
500 - acre commercial 
center 
next to where the Orange Free­ 
way will cro*s Diamond B a r 
Boulevard. 
Jack Spahn, civil engineer for 
Transam erica, in presenting the 
proposal to the planning com­ 
mission, suggested that some 
day Diamond Bar may become 
a separate city. 
“ Ample room would be set 
aside at that com mercial loca­ 
tion,” hr explained, “ to build a 
civic center, a courthouse and 


to house other county and pub­ 
lic structures necessary for the 
eastern part of Los A n g e l e s 
County.” 
08® of the problems, however, 
is that the original plans call 
for the construction of a high 
school right where the com mer­ 
cial development would go. 
Although the Pomona School 
District has not yet bought the 
land, it has been set aside for 
that purpose. 
“ But 
that 
was 
before 
we 
knew what was in store for 
Diamond B ar.” Spahn explain­ 
ed. “ With the freeway coming 
where it does, and the Diamond 
Bar -Brea Canyon Road inter­ 
section 
becoming one of the 
busiest corners 
in 
the whole 
area, a high school there is no 
longer practical.” 


He told the commission Trans­ 
am erica was willing to ser aside 
another 
“ more 
suitable” 
site 
for the high school. 
Nevertheless, a representative 
of the school baord asked the 
commission to defer action on 
the plan until the district could 
make a study of the propasáis. 
Even if that plan could be 
worked out, Transam erica had 
the present population to con­ 
tend with. 
Residents who appeared 
at 
the 
commission 
hearing 
at­ 
tacked 
the proposal 
claiming 
that the construction of about 
15,000 multiple dwelling units 
would be a violation of trust. 
They contended that they had 
moved to Diamond Bar because 
they w e r e assured that the 
area would maintain its char­ 


acter as a single-residence com­ 
munity. 
They said apartm ent 
houses as well as the com m er­ 
cial development would over­ 
burden local schools and gener­ 
ate traffic problems on some of 
the streets. 
Jack 
1 Tilery, 
representing 
the Diamond Bar Homeowners 
Association, presented petitions 
bearing 107 names in which res­ 
idents asked the planning com­ 
mission to postpone the hear­ 
ings for 30 days so that the as­ 
sociation 
could 
study 
Trans­ 
am erica’s proposals. 
But the commission declined 
to put off the hearing and took 
the m atter under advisement. 
A spokesman said that due to 
the scope of the m atter, it prob­ 
ably will take two months be­ 
fore a decision is made. 


If the commission approves 
the new m aster plan, its recom ­ 
mendation will go to the Board 
of Supervisors which will set 
another public hearing. The su­ 
pervisors have the final say. 
In the uncontested part of the 
m aster plan, the subdivision of 
the 1.500 acres, Spahn said the 
plans were to establish a sepa­ 
rate entity—a community with­ 
in the community—for t h o s e 
who wanted lots of room and 
space for horses. He said the 
subdivision would provide for 
bridal paths and corrals around 
lots whose size would r a n g e 
from 1 to 10 acres. 
Diamond Bar now has 11.500 
residents, according to Trans­ 
am erica. If the town house plan 
is accepted, It will add 50.000 
more to the population.

Better Future for 


Spaceship Earth 


Ever since the space age began, we have 
become Increasingly aware that earth itselt 
is a spaceship, with a vast but ultimately 
limited supply of life-supporting resources. 


Just as space scientists are devising 
methods for future travelers on extended 
voyages into the cosmos to convert and re­ 
use all kinds of wastes, down-to-earth re­ 
search Is going forward on a variety of 
fronts to find ways to deal with the accumu­ 
lating by-products of our “effluent society.” 


For example, at North Carolina S t a t e 
University in Raleigh, researchers are Irv ­ 
ing to turn waste wood and paper into ani­ 
mal feed. The project, supported by a $29,- 
452 grant from the U. S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice. is designed to find how to convert enor­ 
mous quantities of discarded cellulose mate­ 
rials _ such as newspapers, boxes, sawdust 
and wood chips — into food products that 
can be utilized by livestock. 


These materials account for about half 
the wastes Americans throw away e v e r v 
year. Today, inosl of them are being incin­ 
erated or dumped, thereby contributing to 
both air and land and some water pollution. 


Speaking of wood, another $50,000 gov­ 
ernment grant is supporting a study at Ore­ 
gon State University' to see if there isn’t 
something better to do than dump or burn 
the lumber industry’s estimated 37 million 
tons of wood and bark waste even year. 


According to the magazine “Compost Sci­ 
ence,” it is believed that the discarded wood 
and bark might be converted into such use­ 
ful items as medicine, fertilizer and char­ 
coal briquettes. 


And speaking of incineration, the city of 
Pontiac, Mich., may have found something 
of value in a waste product resulting from 
waste products — hearth ash, taken directly 
from sewage sludge incinerators. 


Tests indicate that, wher. it is properly 
compacted, the hearth ash can be used for 
land filling and for building foundations, it 
is as strong or stronger than conventional 
materials, 
neither swells nor loses its 
strength when soaked, and thus offers not 
only a cheap fill material but one capable 
of supporting heavy loads. 


Finally, two environmental engineers at 
the University of Notre Dame are trying 
to kill two pollution birds with one grant 
in a three-year study financed by $77,527 
from the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Administration. 


Theyr have discovered that fly ash—a coal 
and 
oil 
fire 
waste 
product 
commonly 
trapped in the smokestacks of power-gener­ 
ating and industrial plants — has amazing 
absorption qualities and can eliminate up 
to 90 per cent of the typical pollutants found 
in fresh-water lakes. 


Not only does fly ash strain water, some­ 
what like a cigarette’s carbon filter, but 
it releases lime, which further purifies the 
water, and it settles on the lake bottom, 
retarding the release of bottom mud pol­ 
lutants into upper waters. 


Unfortunately, the tech n iq u e d o e s not 
work on large lakes, n o r is th e effect of 
fly ash on fish life y e t know n. L ike th e 
other projects, it is but a lim ited and beg in ­ 
ning effort. 


But $77,000 here, $50,000 there and $29,000 
elsewhere may one day be translated into 
billions of dollars worth of savings as sci­ 
ence mounts the campaign to keep space­ 
ship earth livable for its 3 billion-plus pas­ 
sengers.

This was McCarthy country. 
The suburbanites in this afflu­ 
ent community, with its model 
schools and its high ratio of 
progressive-minded civic 
lead­ 
ers, had invested Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy with their belief in the 
politics of idealism. 
They are sitting now in the 
ruin of their hopes. On the sec­ 
ond car, the small car that 
rushes the breadwinner off to 
the commuter train to New 
York in the morning, the Mc­ 
Carthy flower is fading. With 
the adults the sense of disillu­ 
sion is the same —■ greater per­ 
haps — as it was over the sad 
fate of Ad!ai Stevenson. 
The 
young are numb with a kind of 
disbelief that the system could 
be so poisonous as it seemed to 
be in Chicago. 
Since in many white, upper- 
middle-class suburbs — Scars- 
dale doesn’t want to be all 
white, several Negro families 
live here, yet real estate values 
exclude all but a privileged few 
— these same attitudes can be 
found they are worth exploring. 
They have a lot to say about 
the coming election campaign. 


This reporter has taken a 
wholly unscientific, unweighted 
poll in a shockingly small sam­ 
ple. 
At one extreme Is the 
ardent M c C a r t h y i t e who 
will vote for Richard Nixon “as 
a protest.” Passionately opposed 
to the Vietnam war he is con­ 
vinced Nixon can bring an end 
to the conflict shortly after his 
inauguration. 
In the middle ground 
are 
those who want to believe in 
Vice-President Hubert 
Humph­ 
rey. They took heart from his 
acceptance speech. Distrusting 
Nixon they will probably in the 
end vote the Democratic ticker. 
For the moment the younger 
generation is having none of it, 
simply r e f u s i n g to consider 
Humphrey as an alternative. 
McCarthy by a public state­ 
ment might influence these at­ 
titudes. Whether their hero will 
come out for Humphrey is still 
uncertain. But he did, this re­ 
porter is convinced, two weeks 
b* fore the Chicago convention 
make a pledge of sorts to the

As for Davidoff, he confronts 
Rep.

A for­ 
mer ambassador to Israel, un­ 
der Eisenhower, Reid has just 
returned from a visit t h e re 
stressing the need for the Unit­ 
ed States to authorize the sale

With a large Jewish vote in the 
district this has a strong ap­ 
peal. 
A party half-Humphrey, half-

campaign. There is no analogy

Soviets Stamping Out Liberalism 


The winter meetings of the 
Republican and Democratic Na­ 
tional Committees may give at 
least preliminary consideration 
to the now bipartisan proposals 
for reform of nominating proc­ 
esses for the presidency. 
Most of these strike at visible 
weaknesses in the convention 
system and suggest either ma­ 
jor renovation or scrapping in 
f ivor of a nationwide primary. 
Any useful reforms obviously 
will have to be found on careful 
deliberations with a full airing 
of the best available scholarly 
judgments on the alternatives. 
The attractive prospect of a 
national primary, for instance, 
involves such serious matters as 
immense cost, great expendi­ 
ture of candidates’ time and en­ 
ergy, and the question whether 
it might discriminate against 
the less well-known candidates. 


But before the argument for 
reform can reach this detached 
level, the issue needs to be sep­ 
arated from the distorting emo­ 
tionalism which surrounds the 
two 1968 conventions and most 
particularly 
t h e 
Democratic 
meeting at Chicago. 
Disappointed 
supporters 
o f 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy are try­ 
ing to suggest that the conven­ 
tion system failed because it did 
not produce victory for him. 
McCarthy 
himself 
lent 
en­ 
couragement to this kind of 
thinking throughout the cam­ 
paign by presenting his candi­ 
dacy as if it were some final 
test of democracy’s workability. 
His admirably eager young 
followers, plunging into politics 
for the first time, found the sen­ 
ator’s view contagious and were 
spurred on by a theme styled 
by one observer as: “ I partici­ 
pate, Therefore, I will win.” 
Once he was beaten, McCar­ 
thy offered himself to antiwar 
demonstrators in C h i c a g o’s 
Grant Park as spokesman for 
“the 
government 
in 
exile.” 
Though this sally could be dis­ 
missed as a typical bit of Mc­ 
Carthy “wit,” it underscored 
the consistently cultivated no­ 
tion that any convection victor 
other than he would inevitably 
be tinged with illegitimacy. 


Some of McCarthy’s support­ 
ers, and some seasoned political 
observers who ought to know 
better, have gone so far as to 
suggest that the demonstrators' 
“Battle of Michigan Avenue” 
and a series of rigid security 
measures quite Irrelevant to the 


nominating 
process 
somehow 
prove the unworkability of the 
convention 
system 
and 
the 
fraudulence of its 1968 result. 
The fact is, of course, that 
major polls this summer show­ 
ed Vice President Humphrey, 
not McCarthy, as the favorite 
of rank-and-file Democrats in 
the nation. Having lost six of 
the eight contested primaries 
he entered, McCarthy had no 
overriding voter evidence to of­ 
fer as an offset. 
Indeed, the 601 delegate votes 
the senator collected on the only 
Chicago ballot were a 
more 
than reasonable reflection of the 
campaign effort he put forth 
and 
party voters’ interest in 
him. Probably 200 or more of 
his votes, especially in Califor­ 
nia and New York, would have 
gone to Robert F. Kennedy had 
he lived. 
Long before Chicago, McCar-

thy’s managers knew they had 
failed to build winning delegate 
strength by the usual means. 
Their cries of unfairness, their 
call for changing the rules in 
the middle of the game, and 
their stress on 
the Vietnam 
platform plank were all devices 
aimed at achieving by quick 
psychological stroke the victory 
they could not win by normal 
political effort. 
Whatever the system’s short­ 
comings, H u b e r t Humphrey

There are two reasons why 
Californai gardeners often fail 
to think small 
enough.

seem to forget that our climate 
makes everything grow 
fast. 
Secondly, Californians are "on 
the move”, moving 
into new 
homes 
— where 
fastgrowing 
shrubs are needed 
for 
rapid 
fill-in. So thay invariably over­ 
plant, an action to be regretted 
five years or so in the future. 
This isn’t to say one should­ 
n’t plant trees or fast-growing 
shrubs in a small garden. Many 
suitable trees and large shrubs 
1 (that look like trees) are avail­ 
able. The old favorite Victorian 
Box with its spring fragrance 
land glossy leaves is an exam­ 
ple.
